style, even to the hand-shaking and body- 
swaying accompaniment which all who 
have seen the colored people in their camp 
meetings will not fail to remember. Miss 
Carrie Pickelr, the organist, possesses very 
extraordinary musical talent, and in her 
representations of tho physical actions pe- 
culiar to the religious exercises of her race 
she displayed a degree of ability that 
would make her sn actress, if she were to 
turn her attention in that direction. Her 
brother, Mr. Leroy Pickett, has a very 
smooth bass voice, and handles it admira- 
bly. 
The membersof the company aro all 


bright, intelligent looking people, and dis- 
play a modesty of demeanor that is highly 
commendable.
